PRAB Holds First of Three 
Park Improvement Hearings

The city Park and Recreation Advisory Board (PRAB) 
held the first of a trio of scheduled public hearings Tues¬ 
day, Feb. 17 to report the result of the questionnaire on 
park improvements mailed to residents last month. The 
evening hearing at the Greenbriar Community Building 
gave Greenbelt East citizens the first crack at outlining the 
city’s park needs, and expressing preferred improvements 
for Schrom Hills Park.

The pace of development 
and changes in and around 
the Greenbelt area were re¬ 
flected in several issues be¬ 
fore the city council at its 
regular meeting Monday, ev¬ 
ening, February 23. These 
included matters ranging 
from projected sidewalks 
near the city center, and 
Roosevelt Center renovation, 
through Greenbelt East con¬ 
struction to the shadow of a 
proposed Intercounty Con¬ 
nector. In addition, the coun- 
ciFs position on upcoming 
state legislation received 
vigorous debate in some cas¬ 
es, particularly a bill that 
would give the county more 
taxing powers. 

* At the beginning of the meet- 
ing f Greenbelt Youth Soccer team 
coach Kevin Wheatley asked the 
city for a contribution of $980 
to pay for registration for two 
soccer teams at a tournament to 
be held in Ocean City in late 
March and in Bowie. This contri¬ 
bution was recommended by the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board.After council approved the 
funding request, Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld said. “We’re pleased to 
be able to participate.” He 
thanked the coach “on behalf of 
all the young people of Green¬ 
belt.” 

Sidewalk Projects 

Projected road improvements 
cn Hillside and Eastway have 
generally met with the approval 
and support of local residents and 
GHI management, but a proposed 
sidewalk a long Crescent Road be¬ 
tween Gardenway and Hillside has 
encountered more opposition for 
a number of reasons. The choice 
of location — whether it should 
run along the west side (inside) 
of Crescent past the Mobil ser¬ 
vice station and a wooded area, 
or along the east side (outside) 
—near residences has not been 
unanimously agreed upon, and 
questions of cost and urgency 
were raised by participants in the 
discussion.

pressed the staff’s view that the 
sidewalk* if built, should be locat¬ 
ed on the outside to “serve more 
people and discourage crossing 
in the middle of the block,” and 
that locating it on the west side 
would involve more construction 
problems. Council member An¬ 
toinette Bram supported this po¬ 
sition from a particular consid¬ 
eration for safety for women in 
the better lighting. 

On the other hand, Don Volk, 
speaking for the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board, urged that the side¬ 
walk be on the inside to dissuade 
people from “wandering across 
the combined Gardenway / Cres¬ 
cent intersection” and to “avoid 
doing violence to a principle of 
Greenbelt. namely separation of 
pedestrians and automobiles.” He 
felt it would be close enough to 
the street to be safe for women 
pedestrians. Mayor pro tern Tom 
White agreed with Volk on issues 
of walkway integrity. 

Council members Joe Isaacs, 
Ed Putens and Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld then brought up the issue 
of cost, noting that if the Cres¬ 
cent and Eastway sidewalks were 
deleted, the expenses of the pro¬ 
jects could be kept under an 
amount which Community Devel¬ 
opment Block Grant funds could 
cover without requiring city ex¬ 
penditures. These arguments con¬ 
vinced a council majority to de¬ 
fer the two sidewalks “to future 
years.” while approving the need¬ 
ed road improvements. 

Center Architect 
Giese told council that out of 
14 bids for the Roosevelt Center 
renovation, varying widely in 
scope of services and fees, the 
staff has narrowed the field to 
two choices. Bram suggested that 
someone who was “historically 
sensitive” to Greenbelt would be 
appropriate and Giese assured 
her that these would b e. Weiden- 

Surplus Food Program 
Will Be On March 11, 12 

On Wednesday and Thursday, 
March 11 and 12, the City will 
participate in the surplus food 
program sponsored by Prince 
Georges County.

(1) receipt of food stamps, unem¬ 
ployment compensation, Medicaid, 
welfare, Supplemental Security 
Income, or Maryland Energy As¬ 
sistance, or (2) an income that 
is lower than $8,040 for one per¬ 
son, $10,860 for two people, $13,^ 
680 for three people, or $16,500 
for four people.

feld stated: “We’re . . . comfort¬ 
able with staff’s procedure on 
this,” leaving it to the staff to 
make a final decision. 

In a related item, council 
scheduled a work session on 
March 16 with George Christacos, 
owner of the buildings at the 
center, to discuss the latter’s 
proposed additions to his prop¬ 
erty. 

Private Projects 

Giese also reported that city 
covenants with developers of the 
Greenbrook project and owners of 
the Smith-Ewing tracts obligated 
the city to construct the remaind¬ 
er of Glen Ora Drive. According¬ 
ly, bids for engineering design 
were received from 7 firms but 
later the owners of one of the 
tracts requested that their con¬ 
tractor, Greenhorne and O’Mara, 
be allowed to submit a bid, which 
turned out to be lower than the 
others. This sequence of steps, 
and the fact that this firm would 
be working for both the develop¬ 
er and the city, caused some dis¬ 
comfort among council members, 
with White remarking, “There’s

Police Arrest Two Men 
In Recent Rape Cases

Det./Cpl. Thomas Justin’s in¬ 
vestigation of a rape which oc¬ 
curred on January 11 at the 
Greenibelt Hilton Towers hotel on 
Ivy Lane resulted on February 21 
in the arrest for first degree rape 
of Lawrence B. Marshall, age 19, 
of no fixed address. (In first de¬ 
gree rape the victim has been 
forced to submit through the use 
of threat of force and violence). 
According to police spokesman 
Pat McAndrew, a 17-year-old 
female who was acquainted with 
Marshall had been enticed to go 
with him to a room he had en¬ 
gaged at the Hilton, where he 
then committed the rape. Mar¬ 
shall was taken into custody by 
the Prince Georges County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department and is being held 
without bond. 

In another rape case, also in¬ 
vestigated by Det./Cpl. Justin, 
Gbome I. Akinnola, 29, of 9154 
Springhill Court, No. 201, was 
arrested on February 21 and 
charged with first degree rape in 
connection with the rape of a 35- 
year-old woman which occurred 
in Akinnola’s apartment; on Feb¬ 
ruary 1, According to McAndrew, 
Akinnola and a second man in¬ 
duced the victim, with whom they 
were acquainted, to accompany 
them to Akinnola’s apartment on 
a pretext and there both men 
raped her. Akinnola is being held 
without bond. An arrest warrant 
charging first degree rape has 
been issued for the second man 
and his arrest is believed im¬ 
minent. 


Lola Skolnik, who presented 
the survey findings for PRAB, 
said citizens expressed a strong 
preference for open space for 
land left in its natural state. 

She said 42 percent of respond¬ 
ents favored the acquisition of 
additional open space to be left 
undeveloped, and that 34 per¬ 
cent wanted to keep the current 
ratio of developed to undeveloped 
land which is about half and 
half. 

Regarding Schrom Hills Park, 
Skolnik said nothing is definite 
except the predetermined storm¬ 
water pond and the paved path 
that will surround it. However, 
she said her early impression of 
the public’s interest was that of 
a “passive park with not a lot of 
facilities.” 

Due to limited space and aes¬ 
thetic requirements. Skolnik said 
that not all citizens’ desires could 
be met. 

Although members of the audi¬ 
ence appealed for a wide range of 
facilities, the main appeal that 
night was for playing fields. 

Michael Moore, president of the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club, 
and Lee Johnson, the club’s vice- 
president, said they hoped the 
city would construct lighted play¬ 
ing fields on the Schrom Hills 
site. 

Johnson told PRAB he saw no 


reason why two lighted fields— 
one for soccer and football and 
the other for baseball—couldn’t 
be made to fit into the total aes¬ 
thetic requirements of the park. 
He said these fields would require 
only six-to-eight percent of the 
park’s total area. 

Moore’s estimation of the 
amount of space needed for suit¬ 
able playing fields was 10-15 per¬ 
cent of the park area. 

Wayne Gordon, representing 
Windsor Green, told PRAB that 
his community needed basketball 
courts. He said the two public 
courts in that area were so over¬ 
crowded that security guards were 
hired to ensure fair playing time 
for people wanting to play ball. 

A list of requests was also 
furnished by Barbara Hope rep¬ 
resenting Hunting Ridge. Playing 
See PRAB, page 10, col.

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As I See It. . 

When I (first came to Greenbelt 
30 years ago (I), friends direct¬ 
ed our family to travel by way 
of University Blvd. We were 
conning from Northwest Wash¬ 
ington. Of course, there was no 
Beltway, and Kenilworth had 
not been imagined- The Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway ex¬ 
isted by then; but -since we were 
coming by way of Connecticut 
Ave., it was too far out of the 
way across the city. Greenbelt 
Rd. was a paved but narrow 
country trail through the woods. 
Only a small red-brick country 
store and the nearby Fireside 
Restaurant, then only a tiny one- 
story rural enterprise near Ber¬ 
wyn Heights, intruded on the 
stretch of green. 

What I remember most about 
that trip, however, was the in¬ 
tersection of University Blvd. 
and Riggs Rd., which was under 
construction because University 
Blvd. was being widened to four 
lanes. In those days drivers were 
on their own when it came to 
road construction work. There 
were detours, of course, but 
these were simply dirt trails 
around the excavations. Dust 
flew everywhere. A flagman 
waved you into position, but 
traffic went one-way only. I re¬ 
member waiting in what seemed 
like an interminably long line on 
a hot day just to get through. 
That was the first time I saw the 
Ticktock Tavern — just a small 
roadhouse in a dusty rural scene- 

In those days too, no one wor¬ 
ried about soil erosion around a 
construction site. Each phase of 
the construction process was 
done separately, and all at once 
— first, excavation for sewer 
.pipes, then filling and grading, 
then laying down of gravel and 
other foundation materials, then 
paving, and lastly grading and 
land-scaping of the surrounding 
terrain. When the road was ac¬ 
tually open, the traffic control 
lights went in. 

Changing Process 

All this past year when I have 
been traveling through the inter¬ 
section of Kenilworth Ave. and 
Greenbelt Rd, on my way back 
and forth to work, I have kept 
thinking of those 'bad old days. 
People may complain about dis¬ 
ruptions in traffic and the chang¬ 
ing routes, but I have found tra¬ 
vel through that crossroads eas¬ 
ier during the construction pro¬ 
cess than at any time during the 
last few years- The year before 
work 'began, I used to wait regu¬ 
larly through three red Iight3

before I could make a left turn 
-south onto Kenilworth but most 
of the time last year I waited 
through one light only — if any 
at all. And of course all that time, 
wherever traffic was routed, the 
lights were in place. 

What particularly impressed 
me was the care with which de¬ 
tours were prepared before any 
excavation began on the main 
route. We always -had smooth 
paved lanes to travel on — and 
as many lanes as there had been 
formerly. Concrete barricades 
separated streams of traffic flow¬ 
ing in different directions, as 
well as from the construction 
areas. As soon as any phase of 
construction was completed in 
any small segment of the entire 
project, workers for the next 
phase of the project were moving 
into place. Thus, excavating, 
moving of electrical lines, filling, 
grading, paving, and seeding of 
roadside banks might be going 
on all at once on different seg¬ 
ments of the project. 

Throughout the whole process, 
protecting the environment seem¬ 
ed a major priority. Bundled- 
straw barricades kept muddy 
run-off away from pavements 
and out of streams. As soon as 
the surrounding landscape wao 
graded, top soil was brought in 
and the area seeded. 

Changes in traffic patterns oc¬ 
curred also with the minimum of 
disruption. Most major changeo 
were made ait night. Barricades 
kept us in the appropriate new 
lanes. At all times painted lane 
markers were kept current. Al¬ 
though these were hard to see at 
night, the problem was solved 
when reflecting markers were 
put down. 

What was also impressive was 
how quickly the excavating work 
began for removing the old de¬ 
tour when Greenbelt Rd. traffic 
at last began moving across the 
bridge. Every phase of the pro¬ 
ject has proceeded expeditiously. 

As we contemplate further 
disruptions of traffic within 
Greenbelt in 1987 — the widen¬ 
ing of Greenbelt Rd. between 
M and an Rd. and the Beltway ov¬ 
erpass, the extension of Hanover 
Parkway to Good Luck Rd., the 
widening of Cherrywood Lane in 
Springhill Lake, and most partic¬ 
ularly the rebuilding of the B-W 
Parkway intersection — we may, 
as drivers, take these complica¬ 
tions with more equanimity than 
we might have done 30 years ago. 
Road builders have learned a lot 
in those intervening years*

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GHI Board Considers Budget Issues 
And Process for Improving Parking

At its February 26 meet¬ 
ing, the board of directors 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. fin¬ 
ished a short agenda at an 
early hour, taking action on 
only one non-routine item 
an amendment to the budget. 
According to General Man¬ 
ager Ron Colton's report to 
the Board, the amendment 
will not change the overall 
budget figures or the mem¬ 
bers' charges. 

Treasurer Ray McCawley had 
previously raised the question of 
whether capital improvement 
funds (for ridge vents, structural 
repairs, plumbing risers, etc.) 
should be included in the budget 
as operating expenses. In the 
budget as originally adopted, 
those funds had been left outside 
operating expenses on the grounds 
that they represented a non¬ 
recurring expense, Colton ex¬ 
plained. The matter was referred 
to the corporation counsel, who 
gave the opinion that these funds 
should be included in the budget 
under operating expnses. 

The importance of the place¬ 
ment of funds in the budget (un¬ 
der operating expenses or outside 
in a category called “Other”- has 
to do with a bylaw stipulation 
known as the Shinderman-Am- 
berg amendment, which places a 
10% per year limit on increases 
in operating expenses. The limit 
is named for Nathan Shinderman 
and Mathew K. Amberg. who 
sponsored the bylaw amendment. 
At the February 26 meeting, 
Comptroller Don McGinn had 
prepared a budget amendment for 
the board's consideration which 
showed this year’s increase stand¬ 
ing at 9,54% after the $109,000 
capital improvement item had 
been moved into the operating 
expenses. 

At the meeting, GHI Vice- 
President Wayne Williams sug¬ 
gested that another item in the 
“Other” category, a $65,000 pay¬ 
ment on a loan fromworking 
capital, should also ba celled an 
operating expense. The money had 
been borrowed to pay for asbestos 
removal and legal fees. Colton 
said that this item had not been 
included in operating expenses 
since other loans were not includ¬ 
ed in that category. The board, 
however, decided that this loan 
payment (unlike the payment on 
the rehabilitation loans and other 
mortgage payments) should be an 
operating expense. Moving this 
item into the operating expenses 
boosted this year’s increase to 
9.969%, perilously close to but 
still under the 10% limit. The 


board unanimously adopted a mo¬ 
tion to amend the budget to in¬ 
clude both figures in operating 
expenses. 

Last Parking Areas 

The board reviewed staff re¬ 
ports on Parking Areas VII and 
VIII, the last two areas in the 
cooperative. Area VII contains 
Courts 51-59, 61 and 62 on Ridge 
Road and all of Plateau Place; 
Area VIII contains Courts 65. 69, 
71, and 73 on Ridge Road, all of 
Research Road, 19, 20, and 22 
Courts of Hillside and 5, 7-15 
Courts of Laurel Hill. 

Colton’s reports indicate that 
the two areas have many similari¬ 
ties. Parking complaints are rela¬ 
tively few and are mostly con¬ 
cerned with enforcement; both 
areas have head-in parking 
spaces which lie partly on city 
property; both areas have large 
numbers of one-bedroom apart¬ 
ments, which reduce the demand 
for parking for second cars, pos¬ 
sibly making it unnecessary to 
try to achieve the 1.85 parking 
spaces per unit for these areas. 

A primary concern. Colton in¬ 
dicated. is the ambiguous position 
of the head-in parking spaces. 
These spaces cannot be assigned 
as reserved parking places with¬ 
out city cooperation. Colton said 
that correspondence of about five 
years ago with the then city at¬ 
torney Emmett Nanna, indicated 
that the city could allow GHI to 
assign that parking. In November 
1986, GHI again raised the issue 
with the city, the matter was re¬ 
ferred to the current city solicitor 
and GHI has not yet received a 
response. 

Colton said the anomalous po¬ 
sition of these spaces causes con¬ 
siderable frustration among 
members, since parking regula¬ 
tions are not being enforced by 
GHI or by the city police. 

For both these areas Colton 
recommended deferring any hear¬ 
ing with members until a response 
from the city has been received. 

Assistant Manager Steve 
Wright suggested that paving the 
lots where the boiler plants on 
Plateau Place and upper and low¬ 
er Laurel Hill stood might be a 
way of adding general parking. 
Williams suggested that the staff 
do a design which would also in¬ 
corporate landscaping and side¬ 
walks for these areas in order 
to improve their appearance. The 
board by consensus agreed with 
this suggestion. 

Quadrant III Plan 

Colton said that the members 
in parking Quadrant III would 
present their parking plan to the 
board on March 12.

eight parking areas. The board 
will then be able to decide what 
hearings and court meetings are 
needed and whether it wishes to 
reevaluate or modify the parking 
policy. 

President Margaret Hogensen 
expressed the hope that no indi¬ 
viduals who work late at night 
and need an assured parking 
space are being pressured to 
withdraw their support for the 
reserved parking policy. (One of 
the factors in instituting the one- 


reserved-place-per-unit policy was 
the need for parking by persons 
who work late at night and fre¬ 
quently have to walk long dis¬ 
tances to their residences when 
they return home.) 

Hogensen also congratulated 
the staff on their efforts at mini¬ 
mizing storm effects on the mem¬ 
bers. She noted the snow removal 
efforts and manning of the office 
under adverse conditions. The 
board discussed the need for an 
emergency plan to cope with fu¬ 
ture power failures when the heat 
is off for many hours in the units. 
The board members also indicated 
that a plan for getting accurate, 
timely information to callers 


should be formulated.

GHf Board Hears Report 
On Parking Policy Update 

by Sid Kastner 

In a continuation of the GHI meeting of February 12, 
which was reported in last week’s paper assistant mana¬ 
ger Steve Wright’s memorandum of GHI’s new parking 
policy informed the board that farther from Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter fewer problems are being experienced. 

Area V, including 56 to 62 budgets for social activities, and 

must depend on the community 
for such items as refreshments/’ 
She suggested also that circulat¬ 
ing fliers about the event would 
be helpful. The board was re¬ 
ceptive to these ideas, agreeing 
that “GHI is with” the 50th An¬ 
niversary celebration, and Colton 
said the staff could produce a 
flier. A motion by Board Member 
Andrea Haslinger was according¬ 
ly passed that GHI co-sponsor 
the May 9 reception. 

Member Steve Bond of 6 Court 
Ridge appeared again before the 
board to request that garage No. 
3 in the court be leased to him 
rather than to another member, 
a lease which he is contesting on 
grounds that he should have had 
priority in transferring from an 
open to a closed garage, and that 
an inexperienced staff employee 
was not aware of an unwritten 
policy on this. The other member 
argued that the issue had already 
been dealt with last October, and 
that the present written policy 
(since November) does give him 
priority. A suggestion by direc¬ 
tor Mac Wirick to share the ga- 


Courts of Crescent; 33 to 42 
Courts of Ridge; and 1 to 
5 Courts of Eastway, will 
require only 16 additional 
spaces to meet the goal of at 
least 1.85 spaces per unit. Wright 
did note that the residents on 
Crescent Road might feel some 
impact from the apartments at 
the Center, of which the study did 
not take account. In Area VI, 
including 43 to 50 Courts of Ridge 
Road; 1 and 2 Courts of North¬ 
way; 3 to 14 Courts of Hillside; 
1 to 4 Courts of Laurel Hill, and 
Courts 1 to 7 on Woodland Way 
and the freestanding homes there. 
There are a few situations which 
will need correction. Colton noted 
that “Complaints here are more 
of an enforcement problem, such 
as double parking, etc—otherwise 
the streets here are available to 
GHI members.” As an example, 
he cited the use of street parking 
spaces in front of 12 Court Hill¬ 
side by residents of 11 and 13 
Courts Hillside, saying “we need 
permission (from the city) to 
assign those head-in spaces to the 
members in 12 Court; there are 
similar (eity-GHI) problems on 
Laurel Hill and Plateau Place; we 
are hoping for a response from 
the city soon on these issues.” 
Colton and Wright advised the 
board that the staff would go 
ahead with court meetings in all 
affected areas and then come back 
to the board with suggestions for 
actions where necessary. 

Member Requests 
Betty Allen, speaking on behalf 
of the Greenbelt Branch Library, 
invited GHI to be a co-sponsor of 
the exhibit of historic Greenbelt 
pictures which will be on display 
in the meeting room of the li¬ 
brary, during the month of May, 
as a part of the 50th Anniversary 
proceedings.

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rage on an annual rotating basis 
was rejected by the member, and 
no board member volunteered to 
support Bond’s appeal, so that 
his request was effectively de¬ 
nied.

He and Colton 
will prepare a statement to pre¬ 
sent at an upcoming public hear¬ 
ing at the Park and Planning 
offices on Kenilworth.

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City Notified of Drop 
InCBDG Grant Funds

At the council meeting on 
January 13 council received bad 
news. The city's request for 
City Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds for year 13 
was being submitted to County 
Council by the County Execu¬ 
tive's Office at a level much low¬ 
er than hoped. The city had ask¬ 
ed for $210,000 and $94,000 was 
being submitted. Sixty thousand 
dollars was earmarked for resur¬ 
facing Edmonston Road and 
Springhill Drive and $34,000 for 
the pre-construction phase for 
Edmonston Road improvements. 

Council was divided on the best 
method to protest this cut. Bram 
felt the cut should be vigorously 
protested because of all the de¬ 
velopment Greenbelt had taken on 
for the county. “After all," she 
explained, “not many cities get 
the Baltimore/Washington Park¬ 
way and the Beltway both going 
through." On the other hand, 
Council Member Ed Putens noted 
that other cities also had re¬ 
ceived cuts and that Greenbelt 
had been fortunate in receiving 
sizable funds for many years. 
Weidenfeld suggested that there 
might be some add-on funds lat¬ 
er. 

“I agree with the mayor," 
White said, adding that “a mea¬ 
sured protest is best". He sug¬ 
gested that in asking for add-on 
funds, the city point out that 
this would be the first time the 
grant funds would be used in an 
area of rental properties only. 
Weidenfeld, in turn, agreed with 
White. “A vigorous protest might 
only create hard feelings," he 
said, “because in order to make 
changes now, they would have 
to take away from somewhere 
else." 

Council Member Joe Isaacs 
moved that the city express dis¬ 
appointment and hoped to receive 
more next year. Bram asked if 
be would accept a friendly amend¬ 
ment “that we protest vigorous¬ 
ly”. Isaacs would not agree, ex¬ 
plaining that the force of his mo¬ 
tion was to “express disappoint¬ 
ment". The motion passed with 
Bram in dissent. A letter of dis¬ 
appointment would be sent to 
County Council with a copy to 
Parris Glendening,

a legal question here of proper 
bidding." He asked for advice 
from the city solicitor. However, 
the staff recommendations to 
award the contract to Greenhorne 
and O'Mara while at the same 
time providing oversight by the 
city's consulting engineer, were 
approved. 

On an application by Doctor's 
Hospital in Lanham, just east of 
Greenbelt, to build an adjacent 
medical office building, the APB 
recommended that the city oppose 
the request before the Zoning 
Examiner, Bram felt that the 
nearby development of Magnolia 
Farms should be coordinated with 
this application and suggested 
that the city so recommend. City 
planning aide Celia Wilson agreed 
that “planning should not be 
piecemeal," 

Weidenfeld and White, how¬ 
ever. felt the hearing would be 
dealing with other aspects, though 
they also agreed the issue could 
properly be brought to county 
attention. The APB recommenda¬ 
tion to oppose this particular ap¬ 
plication was passed. 

Details of signage on the new 
“Commerce Building" structure, 
going up at the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway, were discussed between 
the developer's representative and 
city council. City aide Wilson re¬ 
ported that an agreement to limit 
total sign area on the building 
to about 100 square feet had been 
arrived at between the developer 


and APB, and that the APB 
recommends approval with the 
condition that “the city will not 
allow departures from this sign 
plan, if wanted by future ten¬ 
ants" of the building. After coun¬ 
cil was assured that details of 
the agreement could be put in 
writing, and that a separate 
signed structure would not be 
built for a banking kiosk, a mo¬ 
tion by Bram to approve the 
agreement was passed. As a foot¬ 
note to this discussion, the de¬ 
veloper's representative said his 
client would volunteer to donate 
$500 to the Greenbelt Youth Soc¬ 
cer team. 

State Legislation 

A number of state Senate and 
House bills are coming up which 
may affect municipalities includ¬ 
ing the city of Greenbelt, and 
council looked at these to decide 
its position on each. Some were 
quickly supported by formal mo¬ 
tion, such as transportation ser¬ 
vices for the elderly and handi¬ 
capped; creation of a fund to 
establish adult day care centers; 
and establishment of a revenue 
sharing fund for municipalities, 
out of state funds, to replace a 
terminated federal program. Oth¬ 
ers were opposed, including bills 
to restrict municipal annexations 
(initiated by the Anne Arundel 
County Executive), and a bill 
which would render city voting 
registration unnecessary. 

A marginal case was legislation 
to increase funding of Pro-gram 
Open Space and prevent it from 


being terminated in 1990. While 
apparently positive in these re¬ 
spects. the bills involved would 
modify the program to allow 
seme of the money to be used not 
just for acquiring open space and 
parkland but also to preserve 
agricultural land, develop certain 
public facilities, pay for flood 
management and other uses. As¬ 
sistant city manager Mike Mc¬ 
Laughlin explained that the 
changes were designed to appease 
legislators on the Eastern Shore 
and other interests. Both White 
and Keith Chernikoff of PRAB 
urged that the city express its 
opposition to such diversions, 
with council supporting the legis¬ 
lation for its positive aspects. 

On one piece of proposed legis¬ 
lation, empowering Prince Geor¬ 
ges County to impose taxes “on 
certain forms of energy," there 
was a division of opinion within 
the council. White was not in 
favor of “allowing the county to 
tap another source of revenue" 
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without opposition and believed 
this would be a “regressive" tax 
like the fuel rate charged by 
utilities: Weidenfeld felt that the 
bill should not be opposed be¬ 
cause, though not spelled out in 
the bill itself, the funds were 
earmarked for “critical" educa¬ 
tional purposes such as the county 
magnet schools. However, a mo¬ 
tion by White to oppose the bill 
was passed with Weidenfeld vot¬ 
ing against. 

A final legislative item brought 
to council's attention was a bill 
to be introduced by state sena¬ 
tor Ida Mae Garrett to oppose 
the Intercounty Connector, White 
noted that recent news stories 
“have talked about this Inter- 
ccunty Connector (joining) Mont¬ 
gomery County to Greenbelt," and 
that this city has already gone 
on record as opposing it. His 
motion to have council consider 
the forthcoming legislation on this 
matter was passed unanimously.

nikoff said he was not disappoint¬ 
ed by the return, which was about 
357. 

“It was quite a bit higher than 
the CRAB survey return," he 
said, adding that there was a 
“fairly good response from most 
quadrants of the city." 

Chernikoff said the business 
surveys, which were circulated 
only in Greenbelt East, were hand 
distributed, and about 220 of 400 
were returned. 

After the hearings, he said, 
the next step will be to compile 
a report for council, which will 
pertain to both the city's needs 
in general and to Schrom Hills 
Park in particular. He said there 
was no way to please everyone, 
but was confident that the hoard’s 
conceptualization of Schrom Hills 
Park would meet most people's 
concerns. 

Chernikoff said the board should 
begin drafting the report after 
its March 11 meeting and that it 
should be ready to present the 
report to council by April. 

Council members Ed Putens 
and Toni Bram were also at the 
meeting, as was city recreation 
director Hank Irving.
